Inthis Italie, which was heretofore one intire gouerne- 
ment in the floriſhing eſtate of the Romanes, ate now ma- 
ny abſolute States, and ptincedomes, by the great policie, 
of the Biſhop of Rome: who thought it the beſt way to 
make himſelſe great, to weaken the Empire. 80 he hath 
not onely driuen the Emperour out of all Italie into Ger- 
manic; hut hath diminiſhed:hia Majeſtic in both; by ma-

As there are many States in Italie, ſo one of the chiefeſt. 
ate the Venetians called Re. Fanetorum, or the State of 
Venice: becauſe they ate not y any one; bur 
by their Senateg&gentlemen;although they haue a Duke:

They haue fe we or 
no Cities among them: but aſter the manner ofthe olde 
Scythians, doe liue in wilderneſſes: lying vader their cartes, 
and following their groaues of cattellʒby the milke where- 
ofthey doe nouriſh themſelues. They ſowe no corne at all, 
becauſe they nagen long in any one place: but taking 
their direction from the North-pole-ftarre, they ramooue 
from one coaſt of their countrie vnto an other. ; 

The counttie is populous : and the men are great warri- 
ors v fighting alwayes on horſebacke with their bowe and 
arrowes,and a ſhore ſword. They haue among them infi- 
nice ſtore ofhorſes; whereof they ſell many vntothe coun- 
tries adioyning.

Sinarum regio. This is a ſruitfull countrie, and yceldeth great 
Lore ol titch commodities, as almoſt any countrie ne

worlde. It containeth in it very mat ſcuerall kingdomes, 
which are abſolute Princes in their States. The chiefe cittie 
in this countrie is called Qxirſey, and is deſcribed to be of 
incredible greatneſſe: ſuch a cittic as were wont to bee in 
auncient time in the Eaſt:as Babylon, Nimineb, & other. This 
countrie was firſt diſcouered by the late navigation of the 
Portugales into the Eaſt Indies, | 
The people of China ate learned almoſt in all Artes, ve 

$kilfull workemen in curious fine workes of all ſortes: ſo 
thatnocouarrie yeeldeth gioraprecious marchandize then 
the workemanihip of them. 

They are great ſouldiers, very politique andcraftie, and 
in reſpecte thereof, contemning the wits ofothers : vſing a 
Prouerbe, that all Na tions doe ſee but with one eye: but 
that themſelues haue two. 

Petrus Matbaus, hiſtoriographer to the King of Spa ine 
for the Eaſterne Indies, doth reporte of them : that they 
haue had from verie auncient time among them, theſe two 
things, which we hold to be the initacles of Chtiſtendome, 
and but lately inuented: Ihe one is the vſe of guns for their 
wars, & the other is printing which they vic not as we do, 
writing ſrõ the left hand vntothe right: or as the Hebremes, 
and Sirians; from the right hand vnto the leſt: but do wne- 
ward directly: & ſo the ir lines at the top to begin againe.

N the South. ſide of China toward the Moluceo J- 
lands, and the Indian (ca, lyeth the great countrie of 
India: extending it ſelſe from the South· eaſt part of the con-

This countrie had in auncient time, many abſolute king- 
domes and princes: as in the time of Alexander, Porus, Taxi- 
et, and diuers others. In it were many Philoſophers, and 
men of great learning: whom they called Gymneſophiſe, 
of whom was Calanus, whoburnt himſelfe afore Ælexan- 
der. The men of the South - patte of Iudia are blacke, and 
therefore are called men of Inde. The cattle of all forts that 


are bred there, are of ineredible bignes, in reſpect of other 


countries: as their Elephants, Apes, Munkies, and ſuch like. 
The richeshereofhath beene very great with aboun- 
dance of golde: inſomucd, that the Promontorie, which is 
now called Malacha, was in times paſt named Aurea Cber- 
ſeneſuc.The commoditie of ſpice is exceeding great that 
commeth from thence. The Portingales were the firſt 
which by their long nauigations beyond the Equinoctiall, 
and the farthermoſt parte of Africa, haue of late yeares diſ- 
couered theſe countries of India. As heretofore ofthe King 
of Portingale: ſo now of the King of Spaine, whe is-repu=- 
tedowner of them; | 

The Portingales did finde diuers ſmall kingdomes at 
their firſtarriuall in thoſe partes:as the king of Calicut, frõ 
whence commeth our Ca#cnt linnen: the king of Cam- 
bara, the King of Cauanor, the King of Cochin, and ve- 
ry many other, With whom, they firſt entering league for 
trafique, and having leaue giuen to build Caſtles for their 
defence, they haue ſince by policie, encroched into their 
handes a great parte of the counttie which lyeth neere voto 


thouſand miles together. The king of Spaine hath there a 
vice-roy; whoſe reſidence is commonly in the Imperiall 
cittie called Go. They doc euery yeare ſend home 1 

| | ore 
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he people of the countrie when the Portingales came 
firſt thither, were for the moſt part Gentiles:beleeuing no 
one God. But the Saracens, who reuerence the Prophet 
Mahomet from the baies, or gulfes of Perſia, and Arabia, did 
trafique much thither: ſo that Mabomet was knowne amog 
them. But in one towne called Cranganor, they founde di- 
uers Chriſtians, diſſenting in many things from the Church 
of Rome. and rather agreeing with the Proteſtants: which 
Chriſtians had reteined by ſucceſſe, their religion, rom the 
time of Thomas the Apoſtle: by whom, it is recorded by the

of Hiſtafper,the great Xerxes, Artarerren and many other:

The people of this nation, althoughthey were in formex 
times very riotou e oftheit great wealthtyer after 
that they loſt their archy by the Macedumiaus, they 
haue growne great ſouldiers. And therefqge as they euer 
did ſtrongly defend themſelues againſt the Romanes: ſo in 
che time 66 Conſtant ine, and the other Emperours, they 
were fearſull neighbours to the Romane gouernment, And 
of late time, they haue firongly oppoſed themſeluesagainſt 
the Turkes euet making their partie good with them, They 
fight commonlie on horſe-back:& are gouerned,asin times 
paſt,by a king; ſo now, by an abſolute ruler and mightie 
Prince: whom they teatme the Shawe,or Sophie of Perſia, 
He hath many countries, and ſmall Kings in Afjria, aud 
Media, and the countries adioyning tributaries, 

The Perſian; are all at this day Sarazens in religion, be- 
leeuing on Mabomet: but as Papiſts and Proteſtants do dif 


fer in opinion concerning the ſame Chriſt; ſo do the Twrkes 


and Perſſant about their Mabomet: the one purſuing the 
other as heretikes with moſt deadly hatred, Infomuch, that 
there be in this reſpect, almoſt continuall warres berweene 
the Tu res, and the Perſians, 
De Parthia, & Media. 

O the Norik- eaſt fide of Perſſa, lyeth that countrie, 

which in old time was called Part hia, but now named 
Arach:of whole great warres with the Medians, or Arme- 
nian, or Romans, in Tacitus, and ancient hiſtories are true. 
The counttie boundeth on Media by the Weſte, which was 
in auncient time yerie full ofpeople. Whoſe fight as it is very 
much on horſe- hac k, fo the maner ofthem continually was 
for to giue an onſet, & then to tunne their wayes: but to re- 


when he had obtained any victorie ouer them.

ned by many inferiour Kings and Princes which are tribu - 
taties, and do owe ſubiection to the Sophy of Perſſa. So that 
he is the ſoue raigne Lord of all Media, as our Engliſh men 
haue found: who paſſing through the dominion of the Em- 
peraur of Reſſghaue crofſed the fare. Caſtium, and mer, 
chandiſed with the inhabitants of this Medis.

It was to this cittie, that the children of Iſraci 
were carried captiues :which thereof was called the capil- 
uit ie of Babylon. The kings of Per ſ did alſo keepe their re- 
ſidence here: it was built yponthe river Euplrates, ſome 
70 of. it ſtande th on the one ſide, and ſome on the other: 

auing forthe foundreſſe, Semiramis, the wife of Minus. 

It is ſuppoſed by Diuin es, that in this Maſopatamia, be- 
tweene the riuet Tegris & Eupbrates, Paradice did Randtthis 
was the country wherin Abraham the Patriarke was borne: 
vnto the which the Romans could very hardly extend their 
dominion, Fer, they had much to do to get any ſuch gouern- 
ment of any thing beyond the river Euphrates. From this 
people, it is thought that the wiſe meneame, which brought 
preſents vmo Chriſt, by the guiding of a ſtarre.

Queene of Halicarnaſſe : and here raigned Ada another 
Queene, in the time of Alexander the great. 
Vpon the ſea- coaſt, North ward from Lydia , ſtande di- 
uers of thoſe cities, vnto the which, Iobn in his Reuelation 
did write his ſeauen Epiſtles:as Smyrna, Pergamus, Sardis, & 
Epheſus: hut other ofthemy as Laodicea, Philadelphia, Ibia- 
tira, doe ſtand more in the inland. f 
Sardis was a citie of great pleaſure and profite? which is 
that place, the winning whereof by the Greebęs, did ſo diſ- 
pleaſe bne of the kings of Perfia;thathe cauſed it euety day 
at diuner to he remembred ynto him, that the Græcian: had 
taken Sardis: and that he muſt not ceaſe till he had recoue- 
red it againe. 

- Epbeſss was one ofthe moſt famons cities ofthe worlde: 
the greateſt glorie whereof did ariſe by reaſon of the moſt 
magnificent Temple of Diana, which Was at EFpbeſas to 
the building whereof,all Aſia the leſſe did verie bountifully 
contribiue. 

It is reported to haue beene two hundred yoares in buil- 
ding : & at ſeauen ſcuerall times, as otherwiſe, fo eſpecially 


by ſighening to haut bim ſet on fire: ßut the final deffructis NF 


of it was by a baſe perſon named Heroſtratus: who of pur- 
poſe ſet it on fire, ta nale himſelſe ſamous.

It was noted of this countrie, that whereas by the | ane: 
neſſe ol the Climate wherein it ſtoode, and the fertilitie of 
the ſoile(buceſpecially by the bleſſing of God)ir was the 
moſt fruitſull land that was in the world:nowouc trauailers 
by experience doe fiadthe countrie, in reſpect of the fruit- 
fulne ſſe, to bee changed; God curſing the land, together 
wich the Iewes, the inhabitants of it. It is obſetued alſo 
for all the Eaſterne parts, that they are not ſo fertile as they 
haue beene in former ages.

The water whereof is ſo thicke, that fewe things will ſinke 
therein :inſomuch, that Joſephurſaith, that an Oxe, hauing 
all his legges bound, will not ſinke in that water. | 

The nature of this lake was turned into this qualitie, when 
God did deſtroy Sodome and Gomorrha, and the cities adioy- 
ning, With fire and brimſtone from heauen t for Sodom and 
the other cities did ſtand neere ynto /ordan,and to the Aa- 
re mortaum: for the deſtruction of whome, all that coaſt to 
this day ts a witnes: the earth ſmelling of brimfione, being 
deſolate, and yeelding no fruit; ſauing apples, and ſuch 
which growing with a faire ſhewe to the eye lyke other 
fruite, aſſoone as they ate touched, turne pre ſently to aſhes: 
as beſides Ioſepbus, Solinus doth witneſſe. |

In their chiefe Citie Ieruſalem was the Temple of God, 
firſt moſt glotiouſly built by Salomon, and afterwarde de- 
firoyed by Nabuchadnexxer. By the commaundement of 
Cyra, King of Perſia, was a ſecond Temple built, much 
more baſe then the former, For beſides the pouertie, and 
ſmalneſſe of it, there wanted fiue thinges which were in the 
former, as the Iewes write: Firſt, the Arke of the couenant: 
Secondly, the pot of Mauna: Thitdly, che rod of Aaron: 
Fourthly,the two tables of the lawe written by the finger of 
God:atd fiftly the fire for the ſacrifice which came downe 
from heauen, Herodthe great, an Edomite ſtranger, hauing 

otten the kingdome,contrary to the lawe of Moles, and 
—5 the people to be offended therewithall ;to pro- 
cute the it fauour did build a third Temple, much more glo- 
rious then the ſecond: which was that Temple herein our 
Sauiour Chriſt and his Apoſtles did teach. 

The Citie of Jeruſalem was twile taken, and vtterly laid 
deſolate:firſt hy Nabuchadnex er at the captiuitie of Baby- 
len: & ſecondly aſter the death of Chriſt, by Veſpaſian the 
_ Romane (who firſtbegan the ſiege and by his ſonne Ti- 
tus, who was aſterwarde Empetour of Rome: who brought 
ſuch horrible deſolation on that Citie, & the people there - 
ot, by fire, word, & famine, that the like hath not bin read 
io any hiſtorie. He did aſterward put thouſands of them, on 
ſome one day, to he deuouted by the beaſſes: which was a 
cruell cuſtome of the Romane magnificence. . 

Aſter this deſtruction, the land of Iudæa, and the ruines of 
Ieruſalem, were poſſeſſed by ſome of the people adioy- 
ning;till that about 600, yeares ſince, the Sarazens did in» 
Frenchmen , and other Chriſtians vndet the leading of 
Godfrey of Bullen, did aſſemble themſelues: thinking it a 
great ſhame, that the Holy land as they called it, the Gang 
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De Hria, & Pa leflina. 
of Teruſalem,&rhe place ofthe ſepulchre of Chriſt, ſhould 
be in the handes of the Infidels, 1407774 
This Godfrey ruledin Jeruſalem, by the name of a Duke: 
but his ſuceeſſors after him, for the ſpace of ſixe ſcore years, 
called theinſelues Kings of Jeruſalem: about which time, 
Saladine who called himſelfe King ofe/£gypr,and Aſia the 
lefſe,did win it fr6 the Chriſtians, For the recouery her- 
of, Richard the firſt, King of England, together with the 
French King, & the King of Cici/ia,did goe in perſon with 
their armiesto /er»ſalem : but although they wonne many 
thinges from the infidels,yer the end was, that the Sara- 
zent did retaine the Holy land. 
The whole countrieand citie of ernſalem, are now in the 
dominion of the Twrke: who notwithſtanding for a great 
tribute, doeth ſuffer many Chriſtians to abide there,. There 
are therefore now two, or more monaſteries, and religious 
houſes where Friers doe abide, and make a commo- 
ditie by ſhe wing of the ſepulchre of Chriſt, & other monu- 
ments, vnto f| ach Chriflian pilgrims, as doe vſe ſuperſtiti- 
oully to goe in pilgrimage to the Holy land. The King of 
Spaine calleth himſelſe at this day, King of Iersſalem.

This Countrie is now alſo vnder the Kinge of Spaine:

for another, which is now called Calabria: and was in the 
Remane hiſſories named CMapna Grecia. There is nothing

The Spaniardes did heere finde the people to bee moſt 
fmple, without fraude, geuing them kinde entertainment 
according to their beſt manner, exchanginge for kniues, 
glaſſes, and fuch like toyes,great aboundance of Golde and 
Pedale.

The deſire whereof, cauſed the Spanĩardes to ſee ke fars 
ther into the counties.

in deflowring their wiues and daughters: but eſpecially, in 
forcing them to labour in their golde mines without mea- 
ſure, as iſthey had beene beaſts: tliat the people derefting 
them, and the name of Chriſtians for their dale, did | 
ſome of them killthemſelues, and the mothers deſtroyed 
their children in their bellies; that they might not be bome 
to ſetue ſo hatefull a Nat ion: and ſome of them did in war 
conſpire againſt them. So that by flayghter and otherwiſe, 
the people ofthe country are almoſt all waſted now withe _ 


in anhundredyeares, beeing before many millions; the 


which remaine are as ſlaues, and the Spamiards almoſt onely 
doe inhabit thoſe part. 


Buy reaſon that the country is excecdingrich and rule 
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full, the Spaniards with great deſite did fpreade themſelues 
toward che Non, bers they founde more reſiſtance; als 
though nothing in compariſon of warriours : but the grea- 
teſt of theirlabour was, for to conquere the kingdome of 
Mexico: which Mexico is a Citie very great and popu- 
Jous, as almoſt any in the worlde; ſtanding in the middeſt 
of a 22 matſh orfenne, The conquerour of this, was 
Ferdinands Corteſiui, ſo much renowmed in Spaine uvnto

V Hen the Portingaleshad firſt begun their nauigation 
by Africa vnto the Eaſt Indies lome of them, inten- 
ding to haue helde their courſe Eaſtwarde vnto Caput bond 
ſp<t , were driuen fo farre Weſt· ward by tempeſt, that 
they landed in a large and great country, which by a ge- 
nerall name, is called Braſilia. where they began to enter 
trafique, and with Townesand Caſtles to plant them ſelues, 
before that the Spaniards had diſcouered Peru, which is 
the South patt of Ameriea. So that at this day, whatſoe- 
uer the King of Spainehath in Braſilia, it is in night of the 
Crowne of Partingale, The country is large, hauing in ie 
many people and ſeuerall kingdomes,which are not all poſe 
ſeſſed by the Portingalesas hut ſo, that other Chriſtians, /- as 
namely the French · men, being driven out of the it eountrie 
cet ug. e ſetfooring there : though aſterwardes as 
gaine t 2 abandoned it.

red, & hoping for more (by reaſon that a great parte here- 
of, lyeth vnder the Zona Torrida) they haue here & there 
ſcatteringly vpon the ſea · coaſtes, ſet vp ſome Townes and 
Caſtles; but are not able to poſſeſſe almoſt any thinge of 
the land: neyther haue they as yet diſcouetedthe inwarde 
tapes thereof. Some of theſe Spaniardes,defirousfor to fee 

ow farre this land of Peru did goe towardes the South,tras 
uelled downe,till at length theꝝ founde the Landes end, and 
a little ſtraight or narrowe ſea: which did runne from the 
maine Ocean towardes Africa, into the South ſea. One Ma.
